Tho Mayor and Common Council of 


tho City of Jaiiesvllie, do ordain as 
follows: 


Section 1. No dog or bitch shall 


he allowed to run at large within 
the limits of the city'of Jancsvlllo, 
unless a license therefor be llrst ob- 
tained according to the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


Section 2.. Every person residing 


In the city ot Jnnosville owning or 
having In his or her possession any 
dog or1 bitch, may obtain a license for 
thu same to run'at large by paying 
to tho city treasurer tho sum of one 
dollar for a dog and three dollars for 
a bitch, and presenting to tliu city 
clerk the treasurers receipt for the 
same.
